First orbital lab 
established by Russ 


MOSCOW 
(U P Ii-T h ree Soviet 
cosmonauts today established the 
first 
orbital 
space 
laboratory, 
docking their Soyuz 11 spacecraft 
with the orbiting scientific station 
Salyut. At least two of them entered 
Salyut to begin the era of manned 
scientific study in space. 
It was the first time a crew has 
been transported to an unmanned 
scientific station in space, and 
scientific sources in Moscow said 
one or more manned spaceships 
may go aloft soon to join the space 
complex as prelude to a permanent 
orbital laboratory. 
“The crew of Soyuz 11 has boarded 
the station Salyui," Tass said. “ A 
Soviet manned orbital scientific 
station is functioning in space ’’ 
However, a television broadcast 
from the laboratory said Viktor 
Patsayev 
and 
Vladislav 
Volkov 
scrambled through the linking pass 
and commander Georgi Dobrovol* 
sky remained behind to supervise 
the operation. 
Salyut has been orbiting for seven 
weeks with no one aboard following 
the apparent failure of an earlier 
linkup attem pt by the three-man 
spaceflight Soyuzs 10. There were

A Soviet television round table of 
scientists and cosmonauts discussed 
the

“ We are witnessing a qualita­ 
tively new step in cosmonautics —a 
long term orbital station has been 
built,” 
space 
scientist 
Boris 
Ruschenback told the roundtable. 
“ The 
questions 
of 
scientific 
technical control of such stations 
present big complications ... this 
station 
should 
perm it 
multiple 
docking. 
They 
must 
sometimes 
receive not one but another ship ... 
and it is necessary to control the 
docked apparatus.“ 
Tass said the combined weight of 
Soyuz 11 and Salyut was more than 
25 tons.

Airwest jetliner collides 
with Navy jet; 50 perish 


AZUSA (UPI)-An Air West DC9 
jetliner collided Sunday with a Navy 
fighter plane 12,000 feet over Mt. 
Bliss, killing 50 persons, including 
two infants. A radar officer on the 
military craft apparently was the 
only survivor. 
Heavy fog and low clouds pre­ 
vented search and rescue units from 
moving into the rugged and nearly 
inaccessible area today until the sun 
had burned through the overcast. 
The two planes plowed into the 
rugged mountain in the Angeles 
National Forest, spewing wrecKage 
a mile over the almost inaccessible 
terrain. 
The known survivor was a Marine 
first leiutenant who parachuted to 
safety seconds after the collision. 
The pilot of his Navy Phantom F-4B 
apparently was killed. 
Sheriff’s 
deputies 
quoted 
wit­ 
nesses as saying the m ilitary craft 
apparently ripped into the side of 
the DC9, opening a gaping hole. 
Witnesses said articles apparently 
streamed from the big jet as it 
plunged toward the mountainside. 
Deputies said pieces of paper flew 


out the hole in the side of the 
jetliner. Several were recovered 
and officers said they were marked 
with Sunday's date and the name Air 
West. 
Witnesses 
said 
other 
objects, 
)ossibly luggage, fell out of the hole 
3ut none was recovered. 
County Fire Division Chief Dean 
Russell, who flew over the wreckage 
several 
tim es, 
was 
asked 
by 
newsmen if there were any other 
survivors. 
“ If there are, it will be the 
greatest m iracle I've ever seen," he 
replied. 
“There was no room for it (the 
DC91 to skid, it just went straight in. 
When it hit the ground it broke all to 
hell,” a sheriff’s spokesman said. 
There were 43 passengers and a 
crew of five aboard the DC9, which 
split in two m ajor pieces in a 
wooded 
area 
about 
20 
miles 
northeast of Los Angeles. 
Sheriff's deputies flown to the 
crash area said the bodies of nine 
persons, all apparently thrown clear 
on impact, were found beside the 


tail section of the jetliner. 
Because of heavy fog, authorities 
said no attem pt would be made until 
daybreak to remove the bodies and 
look for others in the wreckage.

Salem, Ore., who was serving as 
radar interceptor aboard the Navy 
plane, declined to talk to sheriff’s 
investigators.

Marine Capt. Larry Karch, a 
safety officer from El Toro, said the 
military craft was returning from a 
routine training flight when the 
collision occurred. He said he could 
give no further information pending 
a m ilitary investigation.

Supreme Court in a pair of decisions 
spelled out today several exceptions 
to the one-man, one-vote principle at 
state and local voting levels. 
In an Indiana case, the Court 
reversed 
a 
lower 
three-judge 
federal panel which had struck down 
the 
at-large 
election 
of 
state 
representatives in Marion County, 
which includes Indianapolis. 
The lower court, on grounds the 
at-large procedure diminished the 
voting strength of Negro residents 
and violated the one man-one vote 
requirements, ordered the entire 
state redistricted with each voting 
district electing one representative 
and one senator. 
In another opinion, the Court 
overturned 7 to 2, a decision by the 
West Virginia Supreme Court which 
struck down the state’s requirement 
that a three-fifths majority vote was 
needed to approve school 
bond 
issues which would exceed a state 
constitutional debt limit 


Sixteen other states have sim ilar 
provisions in their constitution 
The West Virginia court ruled that 
requiring approval by more than a 
simple majority was in violation of 
the one-man one-vote concept 


Similarly, the decision in the 
Indiana state representation case 
could have impact in other states, 
particularly Virginia where a suit 
affecting this year’s election is in 
process.

12-Quick Putting Cures 


I’ve never been a believer 
in quick cures in golf. Usual­ 
ly when you seek an over­ 
night result you’re just com­ 
pensating for one defect with 
another. These things can be 
very temporary. 
But I would like to offer 
you a couple of hints for cor­ 
recting putts that consistent­ 
ly miss to the left, or to the 
right. 


the left. A quick cure is t 
move the ball back in you 
stance, toward your righ 
foot. The putterface open 
going back from the ball, an* 
will not have enough time t 
close and pull the ball to th 
left. 
Conversely,

HOYT W I L H E L M may 
have a little less hair than 
he once did, but he seems 
to have boundless energy. 
T h o u g h he was on the 
Atlanta 
Braves’ disabled 
list through the early part 
of the season, he kept in 
shape p i t c h i n g batting 
p r a c t i c e during Brave 
home stands. 


Wilhelm says he is ready 
to return to the Braves as a 
relief pitcher. Manager Lu- 
man Harris also said that 
Wilhelm is ready to pitch. 
“ But we don’t have room for 
him on the roster right now.” 
said Harris. 
This is difficult for Wil­ 
helm to swallow. He led the 
Braves’ staff last season in 
earned run average, with 
3.12. (He bridles at talk con­ 
cerning the number of times 
he has been traded. “ I led 
just about every team in 
ERA the season they traded 
me,” he said.) Wilhelm be­ 
lieves his skills have not 
diminished. Braves' bullpen 
coach Ken Silvestri, among 


others, agrees. “ His knuckle­ 
ball is still knucklin’,” Sil­ 
vestri said. 
Wilhelm is the oldest man * 
to play big-league baseball 
regularly. He holds the rec­ 
ord for most games pitched 
(1,042 before this season), 
and assorted relief pitching 
records: most games (990), 
most victories (124), most 
saves (223) and most in­ 
nings pitched (1,825). 
Yet the man who won a 
purple heart in the Battle 


of the Bulge has a relatively 
unlined face, though his still- 
dark hair is thinning above 
the forehead. “ It’s how old 
you feel, how old you act 
that’s important.” he said. 
“ Not how old are you.” 
Bob Didier, the Braves’ 
catcher, who was born seven 
years after Wilhem began 
his career with Mooresville 
of the Class D North Caro­ 
lina State League in 1942, 
went hunting with Wilhelm 
last w in t e r in southern 
Georgia. 
“ We walked for miles and 
miles,” recalls Didier. “ I 
kept saying to myself, ‘I 
can’t let this old man out­ 
walk me.’ ” 
Didier says he is in awe 
of Wilhelm the pitcher, too. 
“ It’s catching a legend,” he 
said. 
Wilhelm admits, though it 
seems he hardly believes, 
that the day will come when 
he no longer can throw a 
knuckleball for a living. His 
Southern, nasal twang be­ 
comes crusty at the mention 
of post-playing days. “ I ’ll 
cross that * bridge when I 
come to it,” he said. 
It was mentioned to him 
that Eddie Mathews, now a 
Braves’ coach, had returned 
to baseball after a two-year 
retirement and said that he, 
like other ballplayers, was 
unprepared to meet life “ on 
the outside.” 
“ That’s 
Mathews 
sayin’ 
that. Not me,” said Wilhelm. 
“ I won’t have problems.”

F-lndiates final quantities 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. L a m b —I have 
had an X ray of my chest be­ 
cause I have worked in the 
coal mines for 30 years. The 
chest was clear. Even so I 
cough a lot at night and I 
have to sleep on a raised 
pillow. When I walk a short 
distance, even slowly, I get 
short-winded and get a dull 
ache in my chest. Is this due 
to coal dust in my lungs or is 
it possible that I have em­ 
physema? I am not a heavy 
smoker. 
• 


Dear R e a d e r —Chest X 
rays are of great value in 
diagnosing a number of dis­ 
eases of the lungs and heart, 
particularly tuberculosis, tu­ 
mors and things which affect 
the size and shape of the 
heart. Even though the chest 
X ray may appear normal, 
there may be some abnor­ 
mality in the function of the 
lungs. 
In emphysema, for exam­ 
ple, or diseases which have 
similar effects, the small air 
sacs lose their normal elas­ 
ticity much like an over­ 
distended balloon. The neck 
or opening to the small air 
sacs 
may 
b e c o m e 
con­ 
stricted. These changes in 
the ability of the lung to ex­ 
pand and contract are not 
sufficient to show on the X 
ray. This is why many peo­ 
ple have s y m p t o m s like 
shortness of breath from em- 
p h y s e m a for quite some 
time before the X rays show 
any remarkable changes. 
The function of the lungs 
is best studied by certain 


b r e a t h i n g tests which in 
elude how much air you car 
move in and out of the lungs 
by r a p i d deep breathing 
These tests, of course, have 
to be performed by youi 
doctor. Often they may be 
abnormal, even though the 
chest X ray is normal and. 
in this case, the diagnosis is 
made from breathing tests 
and not the X ray. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Is mello- 
rine bad for anyone? 


Dear Reader—Mellorine is 
a frozen dessert belonging tc 
the ice cream and ice milk 
group. The essential differ 
ence is that the fat in mello 
rine is not milk fat. Thf 
amount of fat used in the 
mellorine preparations var 
ies from state to state. Since 
the package usually doesn’l 
tell you how much fat the 
mellorine contains, the only 
way to find out would be tc 
write the manufacturer. 
You can use the same calo 
rie v a l u e s g i v e n for icc 
cream or ice milk for mello 
rine with a similar amounl 
of fat. Of course, mellorine 
has a lot of calories in it 
Whether you are really de 
creasing your calories or not 
by using mellorine depends 
upon its fat content. If there 
is a lot of fat in it then, ol 
course, too much mellorine 
is not good for you. 
Some of the ice milks that 
have been marketed contain 
as little as 4 per cent fat. 
These can be used in mod*' 
eration in place of richer ice 
cream. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Can a 
person in his 70s get a stroke 
even though the heart is good 
and the blood pressure is not 
high? What causes a stroke? 


Dear Reader — A stroke is 
caused by an interruption of 
the blood flow to part of the 
brain. If the part affected 
controls the speech, the per­ 
son loses his ability to talk; 
if it is the part that controls 
the arm or leg these may be 
paralyzed. 


The most common caust 
for an interruption of the 
blood flow to a region in tht 
brain 
is 
deposits 
in 
tht 
arteries or atherosclerosis 
Whether the blood vessel ii 
blocked by the rupture of fat 
ty material into the openini 
of the artery (which ofter 
causes a clot in this region) 
or whether the obstructior 
occurs more gradually, tht 
end result is the same. 


The process in the arterie* 
of the brain is exactly the 
same kind of process that oc 
curs in the arteries of tht 
heart which causes a heart 
attack 
Fatty deposits car 
affect any artery any place 
in the body, whether it is the 
heart, the brain, the kidneys 
or the arteries to the legs. 


Just as you can have a 
heart 
attack 
without 
any 
previous 
warning 
or 
any 
evidence of heart disease 01 
high blood pressure, you can 
also have a stroke without 
any previous warning. The 
likelihood of having these dif­ 
ficulties increases with ad 
vancing y e a r s . The best 
treatment remains preven­ 
tion and that means begin­ 
ning early in life to eat the 
right kind of foods, restrict­ 
ing fats and cholesterol and 
avoiding the use of ciga­ 
rettes.

“ And conversely, it will also be healthy when our 
young people reaiize that in some sense they are no 
better than alcohol drinkers. 
Marijuana, he says, should be sold legally and taxed, 
with age limits and quality control, just as alcohol has 
been since the repeal of Prohibition. Just as Prohibition 
had to be repealed to get the mob out of the liquor 
business, marijuana will have to be sold under license by 
legitimate businessmen to get the drug pushers out ol the 
mariiuana business. 
Marijuana is a dangerous drug, but no more dangerous 
than alcohol. Kaplan argues.

“The repeal of prohibition did not imply judgement 
that alcohol was not dangerous,’ he points out. “ Rather 
it meant that the social cost of trying to enforce that 
unenforceable drug control measure far outweighed its 
benefits in improv& public health.” 
The social costs of marijuana prohibition, he says, are 
the alienation of the young and tne undermining ot their 
respect for the law\ More than that, exaggerations of the

)le about really dangerous drugs, such as heroin and 


There is logic in this — but wait a minute. 
Is 
marijuana use among the younger generation really all 
that pervasive, and permanent? 
An investigation of a number of eastern campuses by a 
reporter for the Wall Street Journal suggests that, at 
least in that part of the country, marijuana is becoming 
old hat. More and more, the drug of choice among really 
hep undergraduates is alcohol, in all its forms. 
The reasons for the rise and fall of marijuana s 
popularity, if falling it is, are complex. 
For one thing, it s expensive. For the price of a tew 
“joints,” you can buy several evening s worth of good 
wine.

Some observers sav the move back to booze is a 
reaction against the 'counter culture,

WASHINGTON - The date, Jan. 
9, 1971, is not yet ringed in the 
history books. 
But if hopes for an 
agreement with the Soviet Union on 
the limitation of nuclear arms are 
realized, that will be a day to 
remember. 


The Soviet ambassador, Anatoliy 
F. Dobrynin, was about to return to 
Moscow 
for 
a 
session 
of 
the 
politburo 
to 
review 
Soviet- 
American relations. He was asked 
to come to the White House to meet 
with 
President 
Nixon. 
The 
President gave him a personal 
message to be delivered to Premier 
Alexei Kosygin. 
The message dealt 
with the stalemate 
in 
the 
Strategic 
Arms 
Limitations 
Talks 
(SALT) 
at 
Vienna 
and 
the 
urgent 
need 
to 
b r e a k 
t h a t 
stalemate to check 
still another upward 
s p i r a l 
in 
the 
w e a p o n s 
of 
annihilation. 


This was the start of a series of 
exchanges between the President 
and the Premier preparing the way 
for the simultaneous announcement 
in Moscow and Washington which 
Mr. Nixon hailed as “a significant 
development 
in 
breaking 
the 
deadlock.” 
Hi gh 
o f f i c i a l s 
in 
the 
administration who have worked so 
long 
and 
so 
hard 
for 
this 
breakthrough have solid hope for an 
agreement 
limiting 
defensive 
missiles with a supplement setting 
specific 
numbers 
for 
offensive 
missiles, before the end of the year. 
The 
a n t i - b a l l i s t i c 
m i s s i l e 
agreement would be subject to 
Senate ratification. The supplement 
on offensive missiles would 
be 
covered by executive order. 
The talks at Vienna have just 
recessed, to be resumed in Helsinki 
in early July. Chief U.S. Delegate 
Gerard C. Smith returned here to be 
told of the imminent announcement 
of the breakthrough shortly before 
Mr. Nixon went on television to 
dramatize it. Until agreement was 
reached at the highest level, the 
phrase in the Nixon announcement, 
Vienna was shrouded in deepest 
gloom. 
Hope for an agreement is based on 
the whole complex of circumstances 
that led to the breakthrough. 
The 
technical 
details of a potential 
agreement were evolved out of the 
15 volumes on SALT and the balance 
of 
strategic 
nuclear 
weapons 
compiled 
by 
the 
staff 
of 
the 
President’s 
adviser 
on 
national 
secu rity 
affairs, 
Henry 
A 
Kissinger. Kissinger has devoted at 
least three times as much thought 
and energy in his 16-hour days to 
SALT as to Vietnam. 
The 
term s 
of 
a 
potential 
agreement were put on the table at 
one 
of 
the 
most 
momentous 
meetings in the history of the 
National Security Council. Present 
were the joint chiefs of staff. They 
previously had an opportunity to 
review 
in 
detail 
what 
might 
eventually 
come 
out 
of 
the 
breakthrough. 
The verdict of the 
UCS was that the contemplated 
agreement was an acceptable risk 
This was, of course, of the first 
importance, since the balance of 
nuclear weaponry is a matter of life 
and death for nations and peoples. 
Furthermore, JCS approval would 
be essential for Senate ratification 
with 
both 
Democrat ic 
and 
Republican hawks certain to cast a 
cold, 
suspicious 
eye 
on 
any 
agreement. 
The technical details having been 
spelled out on both sides, either 
Washington or Moscow, in order to 
back 
out 
of 
the 
potential 
breakthrough, would have to make a 
political move. 
That would be a 


conspicuous turnabout after the top 
men had gone so far. In the view of 
those nursing the whole business 
along for many months this is a 
responsibility 
that 
neither 
side 
would want to assume. Therein lies 
the hope for what had seemed only a 
month ago next to impossible. 
Although 
many 
commentators 
read 
dour 
and 
even 
ominous 
meaning 
into Communist 
Party 
F i r st 
S e c r e t a r y 
Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev's lengthy speech at the 
Communist Party Congress at the 
end of March, this was not the view 
of Kissinger and his staff. They saw 
intimations of the several openings 
that may now lead to a standoff — 
competitive coexistence — between 
the two systems. 


Twice before this same hope was 
rudely shattered. 
Once was when 
the American U-2 spy plane was 
downed over Sverdlovsk on the eve 
of a summit meeting in Paris and a 
visit by President Eisenhower to the 
Soviet Union in return for Nikita 
Krushchev’s tour of the United 
States. 
Then in August, 
1968, 
President Johnson had his bags 
packed to fly to a meeting with 
Kosygin that would formally open 
arms-control talks. 
The Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia put an 
end to that. 
It could happen again. But those 
masterminding this newest exercise 
are determined that it will succeed.

Heavy bombings 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Some months back a friend stood 
on a hill overlooking Mu Gia Pass, a 
main artery through which North 
Vietnam sends men and supplies 
south. 
This pass has been bombed and 
bombed again in a major U.S. effort 
to slow the flow of war materiel to 
Cambodia and South Vietnam. My 
friend's “visit” was during one such 
period of heavy bombing. 
“ We had better been dropping 
bulldozers for all the effect we 


achieved,” he said. 
This man has been 
in the business of 
e v a l u a t i n g 
the 
m i l i t a r y 
e f ­ 
f e c t i v e n e s s 
of 
p a r t i c u l a r 
o p ­ 
erations for a good 
many years. 


His thinking, combined with that of 
others of like mind, could have an 
important effect on the speed of our 
withdrawal from Vietnam. 
For his observations fit with our 
experience in Korea and World War 
II. 
Air power can be decisive in 
some operations. But it leaves a lot 
to be desired as a means of cutting 
supply lines month-in and month- 
out. 
This fact is now being recognized 
by 
more 
policymakers 
in 
the 
administration. 
The 
principle 
behind 
this 
observation, 
if 
acted 
on, could 
immensely 
simplify 
a 
complete 
South Vietnamese takover of the 
war. 
The 
problem 
of 
withdrawal 
becomes 
more 
complicated 
the 
heavier the air support we must 
maintain 
as 
a 
greater 
combat 
burden is assumed by the South 
Vietnamese. 
Saigon’s army can be supplied 
with a reasonable number of fighter 
planes and helicopters. Pilots and 
mechanics can be 
trained. But 
there is no practical way to supply 
the South Vietnamese with the 
bombing capability necessary to 
keep the Ho Chi Minh trails under 
intense round-the-year attack. 
If the intense bombing is to 
continue for some years to come, 
then 
American 
planes 
with 
American pilots will have to do the 
major share of the job This would 
keep a monkey on the back ot the 
administration. 
The 
much-publicized 
Laos 
incursion of some months back 
with its sizable movement of troops, 
road-bound tank and truck columns 
and requiring heavy air support — 
likewise did not work out as a 
practical, long-term way to curtail 
Communist supply movements. 
But 
if 
heavy 
bombing 
and 
conventional armored drives are not 
effective, then guerrilla operations 
almost certainly are the answer, if 
there is any answer at all. 


This is a technique the South 
Vietnamese can learn. It does not 
require mammoth amounts of U.S. 
servicing and air backup Saigon’s 
forces can do it on their own.
